Your  committee  congratulate  the  town  on  the  highly  prosper- 
ous condition  of  the  Academy.  The  attendance  is  larger  than 
ever  before.  We  have  outgrown  our  recent  quarters,  and  have 
been  comp  lied  to  use  the  upper  story  of  the  building.  We  re- 
gret being  obliged  to  take  the  upper  rooms  from  the  G.  A.  R.,  but 
it  was  a  matter  of  necessity.  The  classes  could  no  longer  b  2  crowd- 
ed into  the  recitation  room  that  they  were  using.  This  also  gives 
us  a  laboratory  for  chemical  work,  which  was  greatly   needed.     A 
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general  recitation  room  is  not  \  safe  place  for  chemicals.  The  re- 
citations are  excellent,  and  the  order  all  that  can  be  lesired.  The 
school  was  never  in  better  condition.  The  principal  is  a  fine 
scholar,  a  successful  teacher,  and  do^s  not  spire  himself  in  labor 
for  the  good  of  the  school.  And  he  has  a  valuable  assistant  in 
Miss  Cole,  who  fully  keeps  up  her  department  to  its  well-earned 
efficiency.  Extra  expense  has  been  incurred  in  making  the  requi- 
site changes  in  the  building.  We  shall  have  to  ask  for  the  usual 
appropriation,  and  doubt  not  it  will  be  cheerfully  granted.  Our 
citizens  know  the  value  to  the  town  of  the  High  School,  and  will, 
we  feel  sure,  do  nothing  to  close  or  cripple  it.
